Saturday, January Mith, 1955, 
is the day set by Provincial Order- 
In-Council for Vulcan County elec¬ 
tors to vote ut a plebiscite on the 
matter .ox'V'continuing the County 
form of government. The plebis¬ 
cite is being held in accordance 
with the provisions of the County 
Act, which states that immediately 
after the expiration of four years 
of the county form of government, 
electors will be asked by a plebis¬ 
cite whether they are in favor of 
the continuation of the »county 
form of government or not. The 
County of Grande Prairie*" No. 1 
and the County of Vulcan No. 2 
were set up on January 1st, 1951, 
and have now completed four 
years of operation. 

At its meeting held on Friday, 
December 17th. the County Coun-, 
cil made the necessary arrange¬ 
ments to hold the vote. Those 
eligible to vote on this plebiscite 
are the electors Who would ordin¬ 
arily vote at a municipal election 
for councillor; that is, all rate¬ 
payers and also those persons who 
are British Subjects, twenty-one 
years old and have lived in the 
County for a period of six months 
immediately prior ito the end of 
the year 1954. Polls have been es¬ 
tablished throughout the County at 
the same places as in the former 
plebiscite on the Seed Cleaning 
Plant By-law'. 

Voters will be asked the simple 
question: "Do you favor the con¬ 
tinuation of the County form of 
.goverrtment?” and will be asked* 
to vote “Yes” or “No”. It is point¬ 
ed out that this vote is only on 
t lie County idea, and the outcome 
cannot change the municipal or 
school boundaries. People are- be¬ 
ing .asked whether they favor con¬ 
tinuing the County idea where’ the 
same elected board conducts the 
business of a municipal district 
and a school division as one single 
unit. A negative vote in the plebis¬ 
cite would mean that the County 
idea would be terminated, and a 
municipal • council and a school 
divtsion board set up, independent 
of each other, to conduct the local 
government business In exactly 
th? same area as the present 
County.

Experiments For The 
Control of Wild Oats 

The Experimental Farm at In¬ 
dian Head, Sask., has greatly ex¬ 
panded its experimental program 
to determine methods of the con¬ 
trol of wild oats. Many farmers 
fed that heavy cover of straw 
left by the combine is causing a 
delay in the germination of wild 
outs the following spring. In order

Tree Fire Resistant

For 6 or T foot tree dissolve 
four ounces of borax and six 
ounces of salammonia in one quart 
of water. Mix well. 

Spread (tapers on the porch or 
in the garage (the mixture bleach¬ 
es rugs and fabrics), and saturate 
the tree. Use a paint brush for 
the stem, and a hand sprayer for 
the branches. 

When the tree is dry, break off 
a small sprig and test with a 
match. If it burns, repeat the pro¬ 
cess. Be sure the tree is thorough¬ 
ly dry before taking it into the 
house. 

Place the stump end of the tree 
in water or in wet sand. This keeps 
the needles from falling. 

This process makes the tree fire 
resistant, do not think that this 
means fire proof. Treating the 
tree in this way, however, you 
avoid flash fires that so often spoil 
the Holiday. 

Always disconnect tree lights 
before leaving the house.
